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Betting shop boss bites back after ‘moral crusader’ protest rally

leading bookmakers.

in a new investigation. The authority’s overview 
and scrutiny committee will look into the impact 
of betting shops after residents and community 
leaders raised concern that the growing number 
of bookmakers are “preying on the poor”. 

In September, hundreds of angry residents 
joined a rally to protest against plans for another 
bookmakers in “saturated” Tottenham, saying 
betting giants sought to make money from “the 
ignorance of poor people”. 

But Mr Topping warned against demonising 
the entire sector and insisted that regulated bet¬ 
ting shops are preferable to underground gam¬ 
bling. He said: “Our detractors do their best to 
give betting shops a bad name, but before 
demonising the betting industry in the same 
breath as claiming that they are not engaged in a 
moral crusade, they ought to reflect on the pos¬ 
itive aspects; not least the direct and indirect 
economic contribution we make and the 
employment we provide. 

“We are a highly regulated industry that pays 
more in tax than we make in profit. Betting 
shops satisfy market demand which otherwise 
would be driven underground in the form of ille¬ 
gal betting in clubs and pubs and illegal gaming 
machines in cafes and other outlets. Betting 
shops are small communities, generate footfall 
for other retailers and add to an area’s vibrancy. 

“The idea that betting shops increase crime 
and disorder is a nonsense.” 

The new investigation comes amid concerns 


about the clustering of betting shops in the 
Wood Green corridor, taking in Wood Green 
High Road and Green Lanes, and in Bruce 
Grove and Northumberland Park. 

The committee will gather evidence on the 
impact of betting shops and suggest solutions to 
any problems which come to light. A meeting 
and workshops will hear evidence from resi¬ 
dents’ associations, the police, gambling aware¬ 
ness groups, representatives from local betting 
shops and the Association of British Bookmak¬ 
ers, as well as council planning and licensing 
officers. Findings will then be fed back to the 
council’s cabinet. 

Councillor Gideon Bull, chairman of the 
overview and scrutiny committee, said: “Betting 
shops are an important issue in Haringey and we 
hope to involve as many people as possible in 
the scrutiny review.” 

Councillor David Winskill, who will chair the 
review, added: “This is a great opportunity for 
the community to help shape the council’s 
response to a growing issue.” 

The meeting and focus groups will be held at 
the Civic Centre, High Road, Wood Green on 
November 10. Session one, from 3pm, will 
focus on industry representatives, while session 
two, from 6pm, will focus on residents’ groups.

TOTTENHAM could become a tourist 
destination when the planned stadium 
becomes a reality, according to the 
vice-chairman of Tottenham Traders’ 
Association. 

Nicky Price described Spurs as one of 
Haringey’s “biggest assets” alongside 
Alexandra Palace and said the club is a 
lifeline to traders in Tottenham. He pre¬ 
dicted the whole feel of north Tottenham 
will change if the stadium goes ahead 
and said the key is to keep things moving 
all week - not only on match days. 

Mr Price said: “It is almost impossible 
to imagine Tottenham without Spurs. It 
would be an even more deprived area 
than it is now. Currently there is nothing 
really to draw people to north Tottenham, 
and with bus lanes and controlled park¬ 
ing zones it has become a drive-through 
to different areas. 

“But Tottenham itself is growing quite 
dramatically now with investment in the 
new Tottenham Hale development and 
hopefully one day the Ward’s Comer 
development - I see it becoming quite a 
salubrious area. Not that residents 
shouldn’t be proud now.” 

He predicted the new development, 


which includes conference facilities, 
public squares, a supermarket and a 
Spurs museum, would bring many more 
people to Tottenham than it would take 
away trade from existing businesses. 

“I can see the whole area around the 
ground becoming a tourist destination to 
people from say, Japan or America. As a 
former owner of a bar in Tottenham, we 


used to get visitors from all over Europe 
and further afield. And the museum 
would showcase Spurs’ very long tradi¬ 
tion and interesting history. 

“We really wanted to strive and support 
Tottenham in its endeavour of opening 
up. Of course there is always an alterna¬ 
tive, but I can’t see one for Tottenham 
without Spurs being here.”

A CONTROVERSIAL plan to reorgan¬ 
ise health services in north London, 
including downgrading Chase Farm 
Hospital in Enfield, is back on the cards 
after a panel of GPs and NHS managers 
backed the move. 

The report on the Barnet, Enfield and 
Haringey Clinical Strategy was pub¬ 
lished last week as part of a new review 
instigated by the new health secretary 
Andrew Lansley. The panel, which 
included Dr Simon Caplan and Dr Julian 
Chadwick who practise in Haringey, as 
well as NHS Haringey Commissioning 
Lead Dr Jatin Pandya, was tasked to 
decide whether an old plan to axe A&E 
and maternity at the hospital, and hatched 
in the face of overwhelming opposition 
from residents, should still go ahead. 

It would leave North Middlesex 
University Hospital in Edmonton, which 
is the nearest hospital for many residents 
in Haringey, inundated with mums-to-be 
and emergency patients - the remaining 
patients from Chase Farm would have to 
go to Barnet Hospital. 

There were already 3,358 births at 
North Mid in 2009/10 and almost as 
many, 3,079, at Chase Farm. 

If the demise of Chase Farm’s blue- 
light services goes ahead. North Mid 
could be flooded with somewhere in the 



region of 14,905 more emergency patients 
each year - the equivalent of 40 per day. 

But the panel concluded that the clini¬ 
cal case for change is now “even 
stronger” than when the plans were first 
floated and insisted Chase Farm was a 
“ticking time bomb” as it stands. 

Panel chairman John Riordan said: 
“Maintaining acute services at Chase 
Farm would become harder over time. 
We know from experience with previous 
scandals in health services that there 
were signs of definite pressure where 
hospitals were trying to cope with some¬ 
thing unsustainable. The panel were 
clear that when this happens the people 
who suffer the most are the patients. 

“The report does say that we’re sitting 
on a bit of a time bomb and we have got 
to do something about it.” 

Haringey is the only one of the three 
boroughs not to have any hospitals 
within its borders. It had six hospitals in 
the 1980s but each has been sold off 
since then. However it is also England’s 
18th most deprived borough and is home 
to some shocking health inequalities - 
men in Tottenham Green can expect to 
live 17 fewer years than in the most 
affluent areas of London, the same life 
expectancy as in Albania and Oman. 

The future of The Whittington 
Hospital in nearby Archway, the nearest 
hospital for Haringey residents in the 


west of the borough, is also up in the air. 
Members of the Defend The Whittington 
Hospital Coalition joined forces with the 
Save Chase Farm Hospital campaign 
group in August to urge Andrew Lansley 
to guarantee the future of services at the 
hospital in Highgate Hill - but this has 
not been forthcoming. The new white 
paper has plunged the situation into 
uncertainty, placing the baton of power 
into the hands of GPs who will soon con¬ 
trol 80 per cent of health budgets. 

Kate Wilkinson, of the Save Chase 
Farm group, described the panel’s deci¬ 
sion as a “complete betrayal”. 

She told the Advertiser: “I’m not at all 
surprised. The powers-that-be have been 
trying to push through these proposals 
for many years due to financial reasons. 

“They just picked a few GPs who were 
happy to further their agenda. The 
Conservatives made a big deal about 
how they would save Chase Farm. The 
public will not understand this betrayal.” 

The recommendations will now be 
used by the NHS in a series of meetings.

Pupils walk the walk with

‘Having a pet enriches your life. But

Wood Green Animal Shelter offers a 
host of vital outreach work, including 
dog classes and homing of abandoned 
pets. LUCY PURDY visits the team. 


F ROM taking in abandoned 
animals wandering the streets 
of London in the aftermath 
of the First World War to 
addressing the problem of 
status dogs in today’s society, Wood 
Green Animal Shelter has a long 
history of going that extra step in its 
pursuit of animal welfare. 

The charity is still based at the mod¬ 
est detached house in Lordship Lane 
from where it was founded in 1924 but 
has now expanded to boast a 52-acre 
re-homing centre in Cambridgeshire 
and another site in Hertfordshire. From 
mice to llamas and gerbils to horses, all 
types of unwanted or lost animals are 
taken care of and rehomed and more 
and more animals arrive each year - 
increasingly from recession-hit house¬ 
holds in which people have been strug¬ 
gling to make ends meet and whose 
pets often suffer first. 

One of the charity’s bravest schemes 
is its Bull Breed Dog Club which meets 
at 1pm every Wednesday in Lordship 
Lane Recreation Ground. Owners can 
bring their animals along for a free, 
friendly and non-judgmental class with 
cheerful but no-nonsense, qualified dog 
trainer Fernando Brown. 

It is open to all but particularly tar¬ 
geted at so-called status dogs, such as 
Staffordshire bull terriers and Rottweil¬ 
ers, which have hit the headlines in 
recent months due to being increasingly 
used as aggressive status symbols. 

Shelter manager Katie Wickins said: 
“People are often unaware of dangerous

dog laws and how they apply to their 
animal. Some people want a dog which 
will make them look hard and macho 
but others have them because dogs such 
as Staffies actually make great family 
pets if looked after correctly. 

“Part of the idea of having the class in 
a public park is so people can see own¬ 
ers of big dogs being responsible; han¬ 
dling them and controlling them. 

“I can understand why some people 
are scared of dogs and I think often dog 
owners don’t understand that. They 
may take no notice when their dog is 
wagging its tail and going up to a 
smaller dog because they know their 
own pet, but to the smaller dog and its 
owner or to a member of the public, it 
might look quite frightening. This class 
is about breaking intimidation down.” 

Animal charities are increasingly 
teaming together, and since 2009 with 
the Metropolitan Police’s status dogs 
unit, in a bid to beat budget cuts and to 
tackle the escalating problem of status 
dogs head on. 

“Pets have become much more fash¬ 
ionable,” explained Katie. 
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Heel: One of the classes in Lordship 
Lane Recreation Ground

models being draped around exotic ani¬ 
mals in adverts - there is this idea now 
that everyone can own an animal. 

“In one sense that’s a great thing 
because having a pet enriches your life. 
But if you do get it wrong you’re not 
getting any of the joy out of it and you 
can be very intimidating to other peo¬ 
ple. Status dogs are certainly a very 
current problem in Haringey and in 
Tottenham particularly.” 

| UT this is only one part of the 
| charity’s work. The centre in 
"Wood Green also runs puppy 
classes where owners can get free 
worming and flea treatments as well as 
access a mine of information and 
staff are also offering a £10 “snip & 
chip” service - neutering and 
microchipping - throughout November 
in a bid to curb the number of unwanted 
kittens and stray cats. 

The charity also operates a cat re¬ 
homing centre at its Wood Green base 
and a quick tour reveals the pressing 
need for people willing to provide 
home to a cat or kitten. 

“This is Conker - she was found in a 
Lidl car park at eight weeks old and the 
police brought her in,” said Katie, 
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stroking a tiny, fearful-looking white 
and grey kitten. Next to her is Gracie 
whom someone found and brought in 
when she had almost no fur at all. She 
has a flea allergy and so will need an 
owner who is very careful about this. 

“It is very common for cats to be left 
on our front step - it happens at 
least once a week on average. We 
had one chap who came in just 
before closing one day saying he 
was emigrating at 9am the next 
morning and that his house was 
full of cats. We ended up pick¬ 
ing 15 cats up in two hours,” i 
she said with a wry smile. I 

Animal hoarding is another J 
common problem in north I 
London and one made more 1 
difficult by the fact that own¬ 
ers of lots and lots of animals 
often have psychological issues. 

“One man just up the road had 30 
rabbits, two Staffies, eight puppies 
and seven cats. He genuinely loved 
the animals but there were just far too 
many,” explained Katie. 

One of her own dogs, Dexter, 
came to the centre in a horrific state 
after being starved and then thrown 
from a moving car in Mill Hill ten 
years ago. She nurtured him to 
health and he now runs happily 
around her feet in the office - // 
unsurprisingly the charity has a 
“bring your pets to work” policy. 

It is clear that all the staff, j 
from the centre manager to the 
loyal crew of volunteers and fos¬ 
ter owners who give up their 
time to help, share a strong love 
of animals and a fervent pas¬ 
sion for ensuring their welfare, 
even when it can feel they 
are barely scraping the sur¬ 
face of the problem. 

At a time when money is 
tight and pets may often 
bear the brunt of their own¬ 
ers’ problems - this could 
not be more vital.

ADAM HOLT 
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Traders’ fury as 
parking muddles 
rake in fine cash

PARKING chiefs at Haringey Council have been 
accused of “deliberately exploiting” drivers on a 
stretch of Green Lanes which has netted a stag¬ 
gering £564,000 in fines in a year. 

Local traders have spoken out with anger after 
a team of zealous parking attendants and a net¬ 
work of CCTV cameras were found to be issuing 
the equivalent of 33 tickets a day. The one-and-a- 
half-mile section has different parking restric¬ 
tions on each side of the street and is the UK’s 
most ticketed road. 

Birsen Tuna, manager of the Yasar Halim bak¬ 
ery, said the mind-boggling instructions and the 
road’s growing notoriety as a parking black spot 
was costing her crucial business. 

She told the Advertiser: “The signs are confus¬ 
ing - one side of the road says one thing, the 
other side says another. There are different 
restrictions between different times but when dri¬ 
vers see an empty space, they just park up. 

“Then they get fined and complain to us. One 
customer was saying just today she has had 
two tickets. 

“Now I tell everyone who puts in an order on 


the phone that they must not come at certain 
times - it’s like a customer announcement ser¬ 
vice! But if I don’t tell them, they will get stung. 

“This is definitely costing us business and 
affecting other traders in this area too.” 

Jo Abbott, RAC Foundation spokeswoman, 
slammed the restrictions as being “arcane and 
complicated”. She said: “It seems Haringey 
Council is deliberately exploiting the confusion 
to raise exorbitant revenue from parking fines. 

“The council has a fundamental obligation to 
ensure that the parking arrangements are simple, 
clearly signed on the street, and unambiguously 
comprehensible. We challenge Haringey to 
demonstrate they are meeting their obligations.” 

But a council spokeswoman insisted that 
motorists can expect to be fined if they park ille¬ 
gally. She said: “The signs and instructions are 
standard and can be seen in other London bor¬ 
oughs along main roads. They comply with all 
regulations and we have few successful appeals 
in this area. Green Lanes is a primary route 
through our borough and it’s important that 
traffic is kept moving and not held up by illegally 
parked vehicles.”

A FINANCIAL journalist from 
Highgate will pound the streets 
of Greece later this month to 
raise money for disadvantaged 
children in the “marathon of 
marathons”. 

Self-confessed sporting chal¬ 
lenge obsessive 31-year-old Fay 
Sanders will run 42 kilometres 
from Marathon to Athens in one 
of the most hilly marathons in 
the world. 

She will join 249 other people 
working in the private equity 
field to attempt the course of 
the original marathon, collec¬ 
tively aiming to raise about 
£2million. Half will go to 
Unicef to help the charity pro¬ 
vide vital support to children all 


over the world and the remain¬ 
ing funds will be split between 
other children’s charities. 

Fay said: “My industry 
doesn’t have a great reputation 
because of the financial crisis 
so it’s good to be doing some¬ 
thing so worthwhile. I did the 
London to Paris cycle ride last 
year and I love sporting chal¬ 
lenges. I’m a very passionate 
cyclist but I dislike running so 
I’m feeling very excited but 
scared at the same time. 

“It will be exactly 2,500 years 
after Pheidippides ran the same 
route back in 490BC to bring 
news of victory to Athens after 
the Battle of Marathon. He died 
after delivering the news so I’m 
hoping the same doesn’t happen 
to me.” 


Fay, of Northwood Road, has 
already rubbed shoulders with 
fellow extreme-event fan and 
stand-up comedian Eddie Izzard 
who completed 42 marathons 
in 51 days for Sport Relief last 
year. He recently attended one 
of the group’s training sessions 
to advise them. 

“He was a really nice, gen¬ 
uine guy and gave us a few 
tips,” explained Fay. 

And she will have plenty of 
time to relax following the 
challenge on a 13-hour flight 
to Hong Kong the next day, 
en route to starting a brand 
new job.

Man is jailed after 
wildly firing shots 
near Tube station 



A MAN who fired a handgun 
indiscriminately into crowds of people in 
Wood Green earlier this year has been jailed 
for 11 years. 

Aron Thomas, 23, had previously admitted 
firing the gun into a busy street on February 
28. The Old Bailey heard how Thomas drove 
to Bullers Road, near busy pubs and bars 
around Wood Green Underground station, 
and pulled out the weapon. 

He then fired eight shots toward members 
of the public and struck one man in the leg. 
Witnesses reported seeing terrified people 
flee for cover when Thomas opened fire. 

The 20-year-old victim was treated at the 
Whittington Hospital in Archway where 
surgeons worked painstakingly to remove the 
bullet lodged in his lower right leg. Thomas 
fled the scene before police arrived but was 
eventually traced to his home in Bramall 
Court, Georges Road, Holloway, and 
arrested. 

Detective Inspector Sally Jeffrey, of 
Operation Trident, said: “The young victim 
had been enjoying a night out with friends 
when he realised someone was firing 
indiscriminately at members of the public. 
After hearing the third shot he began to run, 
but was shot in the leg from behind. 

“Due to the substantial evidence gathered 
by Trident officers, Aron Thomas had no 
choice but to plead guilty.” 

Thomas had previously appeared at the 
Old Bailey in September and pleaded guilty 
to possession of a firearm with intent to 
endanger life and GBH with intent.

Tune in to expand

IF you still think of circuses as mish-mash displays 
of clowns walking tight ropes, men eating fire and 
50ft-high human juggling acts, you could 
probably do with a dose of Leo and Yam. 

Together this innovative pair have formed a 
revolutionary theatre company, creating shows 
based on an individual performance genre dubbed 
aerial circus theatre which merges stunts, dance, 
acting and film into a surreal world. 

It’s all a far cry from the old circuses which Leo 
writes off as amateurish by comparison saying: 
“Traditional circuses are gymnastics and tricks 
and that’s about it really.” 

The duo are gearing up for their first full-length 
production Panoramic at Jacksons Lane Theatre, 
Archway Road, Highgate, this month. 

As the title suggests, the show aims to give its 
audiences a wider view of life with gender-blind 
characters, identity-blurring and airbound fights, 
all set against a backdrop of silent movies. 

The only similarity to the circuses of yesteryear 
will be the gravity-defying acrobatics. 

Yet even that act is flipped, with Yam, the 


woman, lifting Leo, challenging some modern 
female stereotypes, let alone that of early voters 
emerging from their kitchen sentences in the 
1930s - the period when the production is set. 

Leo, who was inspired to train for the circus after 
watching his first contemporary show at the age 
of 14, believes he has finally found a job to suit 
his array of talents. 

He said: “Growing up I did lots of activities. 
I couldn’t decide what 
to do so I fit it all into 
the circus.” 

So far Leo and Yam 
have played erotic, destructive 
characters around Europe, 

Singapore, and India as well as all 
over the UK. 

According to Leo their aim isn’t 
to provoke. “These are shows we’d like 
to see,” he said. “I don’t want to 
shock people. 

“I just want them to feel their minds expanding.”

Jets grounded by 
a late ’Boro blitz 
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HUDD EYEING 
TITLE GLORY

TOM HUDDLESTONE has backed Spurs to mount 
a challenge for the Premier League title this season. 

A highly controversial winner from the 
Tottenham midfielder secured a 2-1 win over 
Fulham at Craven Cottage on Saturday. 

The result sees Harry Redknapp’s men occupy 
fifth place in the table on 14 points, the same return 
from eight games as perennial challengers Arsenal 
and Manchester United. 

And Huddlestone believes the squad is good 
enough to juggle their domestic campaign with 
their Champions League commitments, where they 
take on European Champions Inter Milan tonight, 
and will allow them to launch an assault on the title. 

“If we can be a bit more consistent, because we’ve 
dropped a few sloppy points, then why not?” he said. 

“Title contenders? That’s a big statement to make, 
but the way the season is going, everybody keeps 
taking points off each other. 

“If you’re up there in March, April time then 
you’ve got a great chance.” 

Meanwhile skipper Ledley King will miss 
tonight’s game in Milan after limping off with a 
groin injury at the weekend. 


The 30-year-old is well-known for his chronic 
knee problems - which severely restrict his involve¬ 
ment in training - and leave him rarely able to play 
in more than one match a week. 

However, it was a reoccurrence of a strain which 
forced King off against the Cottagers, and it is his 
inability to train which is to blame for his latest of 
knocks, according to Redknapp. 

“He’s going to be out a while,” said the boss. 

“The problem he has is he doesn’t train, and when 
you don’t train, you pick up injuries. It’s such a 
shame for him, he’s such a great player. 

“He’s been doing this for several years, but now 
he’s picking up one or two more injuries.” 

William Gallas, who started along side King at 
Craven Cottage, will be forced to partner Sebastien 
Bassong against the Italian giants, despite only just 
returning from a month lay-off himself. 

“He came out Thursday morning - the first time 
he’s been able to train,” Redknapp said of Gallas. 

“I was pleased with what he did back there for us 
[on Saturday]. Bassong came on and coped well at 
the back with him as well. 

“He’s got to play - there’s no-one else. Whether 
you can get three games in a week out of him, 
though, is going to be difficult.” 



HARINGEY BOROUGH produced one of 
their best displays of the season to secure a 
3-1 win at the in-form Oxhey Jets in this 
Spartan Premier Division clash. 

The first half produced little in the way of 
gilt edged opportunities, but Jamie Brandon 
opened the scoring in spectacular style as he 
curled home a wonderful shot from 
20-yards-out, finding the top corner of the 
net, leaving Oxhey keeper Sam Styles with 
no chance.

Play was more open after the interval and 
David Boal flashed a long low shot inches 
wide, before Oxhey then mounted a spell of 
pressure and managed to bundle the ball 
home from a corner, only for the goal to be 
ruled out for a foul on Edwards. 

However, the 65th minute Oxhey equaliser 
gave him no chance as a long ball in from 
the right was met by an unmarked T im 
O’Mara, who drove home a fine volley. 

Borough responded well but were denied 
on several occasions by a string of quality 
saves from Styles, the best coming from a 
powerful Nick Nicou header, which was 
superbly kept out a full stretch. 

But just when it looked as if Styles heroics 
had earned his side a point, Brandon burst 
down the left and crossed for Daniel Alley to 
slot home at the far post, and substitute 
Fabiano Durimel made the game safe in 
stoppage time with a cool finish.
